It wan halled with dellght. The troops,
especially the engineers, have been chafing
under the delay, and even the ofMlcial in-
formation Egiven to correspondents In re-
gard to the time of proposed departure of
the troop trains was changed time and tima
wgain.

“Mexieo CIty or bust,” “On to El Paso
guch were the erles raised nmid the waving
of hats and deafening cheers Wy Companles
A and B of Engilneers left here last night,
the fNrst Pennsylvanin troops to be sent
ta the border.

The departure, which was made after n
delay of nearly four days, was accompa-
nled by scenes of mingled enthuslasm and
tense emotion, While the troops were
jubllant, proud of belng the firet Pennayl-
vaninns called to the front, they missed,
undoubtadly, the send-off they had looked
forward to in Philadslphin.

No wives, mothers or sweothearts wore
on hand to wish them good-by. But they
were glven a royal send-off by the small
crowd at the station., Any enthuslaam that
might be lacking In the crowd was made
up by the spirit of the men.

Cheers, yells and songs Intermingled In
the cool night alr and the volces of the
parting soldlers could be heard for some
time after the rear lights of the heavy troop
train had faded dimly In the distance. They
were off at last.

UNITED STATES COURT
REFUSES TO HALT SALE
OF PENNA. STEEL CO.

Judge McPherson Declines to In-
terfere With Purchase of Cor-
poration and Subsidiaries
by Bethlehem

“SEVEN SISTERS” ISSUE

Judge MoPherson, of the United States
Clreult Court of Appeals, today, In an opin-
lon, refured to interfere with the plan of
the Bethlehem Stesl Company to purchnes
the asseta of the Ponnsylvania Steel Com-
pany of New Jersey nnd its subsidiarien,

The declsion of Judge McPherson was
glven on the appeal of Clarence H. Venner,
of New York, from the refusal of Judge
Relistab, of the District Court of New Jer-
#ey, to insue a preliminary Injunction to re-
strain the consummation of the deal. Judge
Rellstab, however, directed the Steel Com-
pany to deposit §10,000 In court to protect
Venner against any porsible loss through
the transactlon. The opinlon afMrme Judge
Rellstab's refusal to Issue the preliminary
injunction.

Venner attncked the contemplated sale of
the Pennsylvanin Btesl Compiny'n assets to
the Bethlehem Compuny on the ground that
It violated the Federal anti-trust law and
the statutes of New Jermey, colloquinlly
known as *The Seven Sisters” law,

“This position.” says Judge McPherson,
"has recelved our cureful conalderation, but
we are decldedly of opinion that on the
present record-—which connists mainly of
ox-parte affidavite—the plaintiff's charges
cannot be safely detarmingd. A court
should have facts before It, satlsfactorily
proved In accordance with the usunl well-
tested rules, before deciding questions of
such gravity as were presented on the
argument ; and, of course, as the time for
taking evidence has not vet arrived, these
quéestions must for the present be left un-
determined.”

The proposal of the Betlehem Company
was to pay $31,041.830 In ity own 6 per
cent. 20-yehr gold bonds, secured by a
mortgage on the propevty conveyved, for the
nugety of the Peannsylvanin Steel Company
of New Jersey and its allled companles.

Vennor, who owns 24 shares of the com-
mon stock of the Pennsylvania Company,
protested that the proposal violated the
New Jersey statutes, which requires that
part of the price be pald In cash,

The Bethlehem Company denled that no
cash |8 to be pald, and pointed out that It
agreed to pay off esrtain of the Pennsyl-
vanin Company's current obligations, and
Insisting that this I8 the plain equivalent
of cash,

"Here also,"” says Judge AMoPherson, "we
ought to know the précise facts before de-
ciding, and these can hurdly be ascertained
until the liguildating trustees of the de-
fendant (the Pennsylvania Company) have
finally agreed on @il the detslls of the
sale.

In his opinlon Judge McFherson points
out that 50 per cent. of the preferred stock
of the Fennsylvania Company and §§ per
cent. of the eommon stock voted in favor
of the proposal, Attention is also directed
to the fact that Venner bought hls shares
11 days after the stockholders of the com-
pany had been notified that & meoting
would be held on May 4 last to consider
the plan suggested by the Bethlehem Com-
pany,

Among the dissentlents, besides Venner,
was Joseph H. Brandt, owner of 139 shares
of preferred atock, who was the original
plaintiff In the proceeding

Speaking of the action of Venner in at-
tempting to block the proposed sale, Judge
MeVPherson says:

“And it i# evident plso that the present
mainti, who iy apparently not without ex-
perience In ltigation., cannot expeot us to
:’egurd him as having undertaken a publle

uty.*

Neverthelsss, declared Judge McePherson,
Venner is entitled to his legul rights, but
a8 the facts are not before the court upon
which thers could be & determination of the
